There is 
now both a conuenicncy and neceſſity to

appointed, in manner and forme, ſo often 
heretofore ſcene. The Windowes were 
repleniſhed. with the Nobilitie of this 
Court : the ſtandings and flore, with thoſe 
of inferiour Fortunes, and bloud.

Their 
H ighdellcs, Don Carle, and Ferdmard', iote 
in Purple; and the other in Blacke, con- 
rended in Beautie, and yet prevenred one

gallantric beheld. Andrthen firlt lighting

exccllcntly ſcr forth himſcife, wearing a 
Plume, Tzeparations, and a braue Live-_ 
ricofa darke yellow, and ycllow furni- 
ture, and. Don Ferdmando Verdugo, L icute- 
naut of H;þamola, in white, and blacke, 
in a [.iverie of darke grecene, white fur- 
niture, both conteſting one with another, 
for greateſt riches and pompe.
